The subject matter not found was the device wherein when the tip 
directly contacts the distal stop and the elongate tubular member is forced distally 
relative to the guidewire, the elastic portion of the tip inverts inwardly and the radially 
inextensible distalmost extremity enters the enlarged cavity within the tip, in combination 
with the other elements of the claims.
